17, OTHER NOTABLE FEATURES OF BUILDING OR SITE (interior and/or exterior) 


This house has a five-bay facade and a central entry. Entry detailing 
includes a wide plain-board,surround , a later paneled door, and a 
recent molded cap. First-floor windows are fitted with 2-over-2 sash; 
those on the second floor are fitted with 12-overl2 sash and are loca- 
ted immediately under the bed molding of the cornice. Facade windows 
are paired and offset towards the corners of the house. Hewn over- 
hangs are found at the second floor and across the gable ends. The 
left elevation has a framed-in, one-story flat-roofed porch with 
round-arched windows, a c.1900 Colonial Revival addition. On the 
right elevation is a boarded-up side entry with a splayed clapboard 
stop. There is an old shed-roofed extension to the rear. The house 


is currently being restored; virtually all exterior wall material is new.

19 HISTORICAL OR RCHI URAL IMPOR 


Despite the recent replacement of original clapboards and trim, this 
house is significant as a good example of an 18th-century central 
chimney house. An adaptation of traditional English building methods 
to a land rich in wood and stone, these houses depended on the amount 
of heat that could be stored in their massive stone and brick chim- 
neys to ward off the cold of New England winters. Typical 18th-century 
features present here include the symmetrical five-bay facade, the 
hewn overhangs, the paired offset windows, the location of the second- 
floor windows under the eaves, and the ridge-parallel orientation. 


This house is thought to have been built by Moses Gilbert about 1745 .
